A reduction of .13 mills, from 
5.92 to 5.79 by the County Com- 
mission, and an increase of $69, 
011,825 in non-exempt assess- 
ment value, gives an appraisal 
of Palm Beach County's tax 
angle for, the coming year.

It's World: Market And World Price 


(Editor's Note: The following 
is from the report to accompany 
the original Cooley Sugar Bill 
Н. R. 12311, and is very ger- 
mane to public discussion at 
present.) 

3 _ "With the recent interest that 

has focused on the Sugar Act, 
there is obviously a wjdespread 
and unfortunate misunderstand- 
ing about the price paid for Cub- 
Эп sugar and domestic sugar оп 
the U. S. market, and the price 
òf sugar on the so-called world 
market. 

The very use of the terms 
"world price" and "world mar- 
ket" are a misleading use of 
words. Only about 12 percent 
of the world's sugar production 
is traded in the  misnamed 

'orid market." This is essent- 

sugar and the 

in this smatt part the 

world’s sugar supply cannot and 

does not establish a true world 

price or reflect the actual value 
of sugar. 

World consumption of sugar 
now amounts to about 52 million 
ions a year. Of this amount, 
some 38 million tons are con- 
sumed in the countries where 
it is produced. In nearly all in- 
stances, as in the United States, 
because of the essentiality of the 
product it is produced under 
some kind of national control, 
bounty, or subsidy system. This

Beware “Underdogs May Be Mad Dogs" 


We are faced today with one 
of the most disturbing trends 
that I have witnessed in my 
years in Jaw enforcement—an 
overzealous pity for the criminal 
and an equivalent disregard for 
his victim. 

This dangerous tendency is 
inherent in the various theories 
and systems now being suggest- 
ed, many of which are aimed at 
making sweeping changes in our 
established methods of dealing 
with the lawless. A continual 
study of all practices is a neces- 
sity, for there is no progress in 
a static society, but every con- 
ceivable angle must be consid- 
ered before revisions are made. 

One which propon- 
ents attempt to justify from an 
economy standpoint, calls for 2 
vast decrease in the number of 
persons sentenced in prison. 
Other diverse schemes being 
propounded, if adopted, would 
have the effect of virtually 
opening the doors of our pri- 
sons or turning them into lit- 
tle more than restrictive resort 
hotels. These plans, of course, 
would remove the threat of the 
thing most feared by the crimin- 
al—punishment for his mis- 
deeds. 

A prison official proposes that 
all jails be converted into hos- 
pitals or rehabilitation centers. 
Inmates are not in prison to be 
punished but to be treated as 
sick men, he asserts. With these 


few words he has adjudged all 
criminals mentally ill. Do away 
entirely with definite prison 
terms, exhorts -another individ- 
ual, who advocates the estab- 
lishment of an absolute inde- 
terminate sentence system un- 
der which a criminal would re- 
main in jail only that length of 
time he requires to convince a 
person or group of persons that 
he is “rehabilitated.” A pre- 
mium would be placed on acting 
ability. Still another expounds 
a эч ae law throughout the 
U: States whereby all 
charges against an individual — 
no matter for what crime or in 
what jurisdiction—would be 
wiped out merely by serving one 
prison sentence. 

Americans are noted for fa- 
voring the “underdog.” But all 
too often we have witnessed a 
“mad dog” transformed into an 
“underdog” by certain. people 
who quickly forget or choose to 
ignore the great suffering by in- 
nocent victims of hardened and 
professional criminals.

Of this 14 million 
tons 8 million tons are traded 
under the terms and provisions 
of special systems, including the 
British Commonwealth sugar 
system, the French sugar pro- 
gram and the U. S. sugar pro- 
gram. This leaves only 6 million 
tons for trading in the so-called 
world market. 

In the truest sense of the word, 
this sugar is homeless sugar; it 
has no specific place to go. It is 
traded on a “residual market.” 
Since it is a residual market, 
and since world production us- 
ually tends to exceed -world 
consumption, it is also normally 
a very depressed market. How- 
ever, because of the very char- 
acter of this led world 
market, itis aft extremely V- 
latile market reacting violent- 
ly to international tensions or 
to changes in supply and de- 
mand, For example, during the 
disturbed situation brought on 
by the Suez crisis and the events 
in Hungary 3 years ago, the 
prices on this market nearly 
doubled in 60 days. Throughout 
the latter half of 1950 and al- 
most all of 1951, this so-called 
world price was higher than the 
U. S. price, reaching a differ- 
ential above the U. S. price of 
1.85 cents per pound in June, 
1951. A similar situation prevail- 
ed in the 1957 period above re- 
ferred to when the world price 
went from $2.07 per hundred 
pounds below the U. S. price in

Man Made Fishing Hole 
Ready For Customers 

Completion of the 141000 
acre Water Conservation Area 
No. 1 in Palm Beach County 
bas been announced by the Cen- 
tral and Southern Florida Flood 
Control District,

of three giant conservation areas 
south of Lake Okeechobee, fin- 
al encirclement of the area by 
levees with water control struc- 
tures, was attained with the 
completion of Levee 39 and 
three gated spillways, at its 
south end, west of Boca Raton.

But now it is known that meat is almost en- 
tirely digestible. Tha is true of all meats—pork, 
beef, lamb, veal and the rest. It is also true of all 
the various cuts—an inexpensive one is just as 
digestible as the most costly. 


A U. S. Department of Agriculture bulletin 
tells the story briefly: "In 44 experiments the 
average digestibility of both the proteins and fat 
of beef, veal, mutton, and pork, cooked in various 
ways and eaten as part of a simple, mixed diet, 
was 98 per cent. The results obtained were pract- 
ically the same regardless of the kind of meat...”
